PRIVATE MEMBERS’ MOTIONS 


Mr. Wildman—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Government 
should introduce legislation amending The Retail Sales Tax Act to provide a 
specific exemption from retail sales tax to the purchaser of non-portable 
storage devices such as bins, storage containers and silos that are designed for 
farm use and purchased by a person engaged in the business of farming. 


Withdrawn. 


Mr. Reid (Rainy River)—Resolution—That this House is in favour of setting up 
a Joint Committee with the States of the United States along Ontario’s borders 
for purposes of discussing mutual problems. 


Mr. Kennedy—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House The Election Act 
should be amended to reduce the maximum period of time for a general 
election to thirty days. 


Mr. Smith (Hamilton West)—Resolution—The Legislature of Ontario requests 
the Parliament of Canada to issue a statement in condemnation of the crime of 
genocide perpetrated against the Armenian people by the Government of 
Turkey in existence during World War I. 


Mr. Nixon—Resolution—That this House approve of the implementation of a 
new Ontario Disaster Relief Programme funded on the basis of the needs of the 
communities concerned, and that a system of Government supported flood 
insurance be established covering property in the flood plains. 


Withdrawn. 


Mr. Makarchuk—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House legislation 
should be introduced by the Government of Ontario to provide financial 
recompense to Canadian businesses when the provincial government or 
institutions which receive more than 50% of their funding from the public do 
not purchase, goods, food, or services which are available from Canadian 
sources and which are no more than 10% more expensive than similar goods, 
foods or services available from non-Canadian sources. 


Mr. Bounsall—Resolution—That this House urge the Government of Ontario to 
implement imimediately in legislation as amendments to the Ontario Human 
Rights Code, all the recommendations contained in the Ontario Human Rights 
Commission Report—Life Together: A Report on Human Rights in Ontario— 
particularily inasmuch as it has now been two years since that report was 
received, and almost five years since one Minister of Labour committed the 
Government to introducing amendments at the next session. 


Mr. Smith (Hamilton West)—Resolution—The Legislature of Ontario requests 
that the Government of Canada be urged to use every effort and means to 
secure the release of Yuriy Shukhevych and Lev Lukianenko from Soviet 
imprisonment and the compliance of the Government of the USSR with the 
letter and spirit of the Helsinki accords and the Charter of Human Rights. 
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27. Mr. Haggerty—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, no approval be 
granted for any permanent nuclear waste respository in Ontario, without the 
specific approval of the Ontario Legislature. 


9g. Mr. Renwick—Resolution—That, nearing a time of crisis and decision for 
Canada, a Committee of this House be named immediately to review the 
present proposals and positions of this government in relation to national unity 
and related constitutional issues, so that the position of this House may be 
made clear, particularly as the positions of the governments, Federal and 
Provincial, of the Task Force on Canadian Unity and other concerned 
interested bodies have now been published; and that the Committee be 
required to recommend to this House the policy and proposals for Ontario 
which will best ensure the continuing unity of Canada; the said Committee to 
report not later than December 31, 1979. 


30. Mr. Cassidy—Resolution—That this House calls on the Government of Canada 
to keep PetroCanada as a viable, publicly-owned and fully-integrated national 
oil company and not to permit any of its operations to be sold into private 
hands. 


31. Myr. Smith (Hamilton West)—Resolution—That the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, noting reports that the Government of Canada intends to increase the 
price of domestic crude oil by as much as $5 a barrel, and the price of natural 
gas by a corresponding amount on an energy equivalent basis, 1. Expresses its 
deep concern that such increases will greatly harm the consumers of Ontario 
and Canada generally, and will have a serious inflationary and recessionary 
effect on the Ontario economy; 2. Opposes any increase at this time in the 
prices of crude oil and of natural gas which results in windfall revenues and 
profits for the petroleum industry and the producing provinces; 3. Endorses 
the policy of one base price for crude oil across Canada and the subsidization of 
foreign imports of crude oil which that policy entails; 4. Supports the use of 
public funds for a greatly expanded program for energy conservation and the 
development of renewable energy supplies and systems; 5. Advocates, as 
interim measures, the imposition of federal excise taxes on crude oil and 
natural gas for the purpose of subsidizing imports and funding energy conser- 
vation and renewable energy programs; 6. Urges that such excise taxes be kept 
in place pending review and reform of the federal government’s Equalization 
Policy and payments, with particular regard to the grossly inadequate weight 
now given to provincial oil and gas revenues as a factor in the Equalization 
Formula. And further, that the Legislative Assembly requests Mr. Speaker to 
transmit this Resolution forthwith to the Government and Parliament of 
Canada, and requests the Government of Ontario, in its discussions with the 
governments of Canada and other provinces to reflect the views expressed 
herein diligently and in good faith. 


33. Mr. Kennedy—Resolution—That the Government declare an annual Small 
Business Week in Ontario for the purpose of informing the public of the key 
role of small business in our economy as employer, producer, taxpayer; to 
promote better understanding of the dependencies between small business, big 
business, government, and the public; The week to supplement and support 
the present small business activities that are ongoing throughout the year and 
to include seminars, information sessions, meetings with government, ban- 
kers, business consultants, and to discuss other related matters that would 
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assist both existing and potential small business in management, financing, 
production, and marketing, as well as offering assistance toward increasing 
opportunities for small business; That associated with this week there be 
developed a journal that would summarize all programmes and assistance 
available to small business and be capable of easy updating; That there be 
developed a universally recognized symbol that would aid in coordinating the 
roles of these participants and in disseminating information among them; The 
Government to launch the week through a forum sponsored in cooperation 
with big business such as banks, industry, and the news media and also at this 
initial forum there be established a medium for the ongoing annual small 
business weeks. 


38. Mr. Hodgson—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Government 
of Ontario should consider the initiation of a study of intensive food production 
technologies with a view to introducing appropriate programs based on a goal 
of long-term food self-sufficiency and sustainability of the agricultural sec- 
tor. To be debated November 29th, 1979. 


39. Mr. Haggerty—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House the Government 
of Ontario should introduce legislation proclaiming the First Sunday in 
October, in each year, as Fire Fighters Memorial Sunday, in recognition of 
service to Country and Community, aspecial tribute to an extraordinary Group 
of Ontarians, who have made a supreme sacrifice for the safety and well being 
of their fellow Canadians and to provide the opportunity to inform Ontario 
Citizens, about their province’s most dangerous profession and create aware- 
ness of Fire Prevention Week. 


40. Mr. Warner—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the following 
principal features be contained in legislation establishing Cztizen Review of 
Complaints Concerning Police Conduct in Metropolitan Toronto: 1. Defini- 
tion of Complaint—a complaint against a police officer is an allegation of 
misconduct when exercising authority as a police officer. 2. Standard of 
Conduct—a police officer shall exercise his authority as a police officer in a 
manner that respects the rights, liberties, inherent dignity and reputation of 
every citizen, consistent with the diligent performance of his duty. 3. Right of 
Police Officer—it is the right of every police officer that his reputation and 
career be unaffected by frivolous, vexatious or unjustified complaints and that 
he not be placed in double jeopardy. 4. The Tribunal (1) Appointment—the 
Metropolitan Council shall appoint a permanent tribunal of not less than three 
persons of unquestioned integrity and acknowledged impartiality from among 
the citizens of Metropolitan Toronto; (2) Dutzes—to receive, investigate, hear 
and determine complaints and when advisable to make recommendations to 
the Chief of Police, the Board of Police Commissioners and the Metropolitan 
Council. 5. Rules of Natural Justice to apply—tIn particular, (1) Hearings shall 
be public; (2) Investigations must be independent in the sense that the Tribunal 
as finder of fact shall conduct its own investigations on which its findings are 
made; (3) Hearings must be impartial in the sense that the Tribunal must not 
have and must be seen not to have any preconceived notion of the merits or 
demerits of the complaints or of the complainants or the police officers; (4) 
Complainants, police officers and witnesses must be protected against and 
must be seen to be protected against bias and prejudice in the conduct of 
investigations and hearings; (5) Findings of fact, decisions and recommenda- 
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tions of the Tribunal must be published when made, with reasons given; (6) 
Police officers, the Chief of Police and the Board of Police Commissioners must 
be given prompt notice of complaints and of intention to investigate and to 
hold hearings; (7) Complainants, police officers, the Chief of Police and the 
Board of Police Commissioners must be given, on request, reasonable oppor- 
tunity by the Tribunal to be heard as to the necessity and propriety of 
investigations and hearings; (8) No one shall be compelled to submit to 
questioning or to give evidence without the opportunity to obtain independent 
legal advice and to be represented by counsel and witnesses must be entitled to 
protection against self-incrimination. 6. Standard of Proof—the Tribunal may 
make its findings on the preponderance of probability and may in so doing take 
into account similar conduct on other occasions. 7. Registrar (1) Appoint- 
ment—the Metropolitan Council shall appoint a Registrar for the Tribunal 
who shall be its administrative officer and who shall have the status of a 
Commissioner; (2) Duties—the Registrar, subject to the direction of the 
Tribunal, (a) shall receive and maintain records of complaints until final 
disposition; (b) shall, where appropriate, use his good offices to settle com- 
plaints. 8. Withdrawal or Dismissal of Complaints—only the Tribunal may 
dismiss complaints or permit complaints to be withdrawn and any applica- 
tions to dismiss or withdraw complaints by complainants, police officers, the 
Chief of Police, the Board of Police Commissioners or the Registrar must be by 
hearing before the Tribunal. 9. Police Duty to co-operate—the Board of Police 
Commissioners, the Chief of Police and police officers must have a duty to 
co-operate with the Tribunal. 10. Complaints Received by Police—the Board 
of Police Commissioners must establish known procedures within the Met- 
ropolitan Toronto Police to ensure that complaints received by police are 
reported to the Registrar and that complainants are referred to the Registrar. 
11. Where Criminal Charges Laid—where a police officer is charged with an 
offence under the Criminal Code arising from an incident in respect of which a 
complaint has been made, all proceedings are stayed until the charge or any 
appeal from a conviction or acquittal of the offence charged has been finally 
disposed of and may only proceed thereafter if the Tribunal is satisfied that 
there is no double jeopardy. 12. Annual Report—the Tribunal must submit an 
Annual Report to the Metropolitan Council. 


41. Mr. Breaugh—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Government 
of Ontario should immediately introduce an amendment to The Health 
Insurance Act, 1972 that would ensure that a person who is engaged ina lawful 
strike or lockout or has been discharged from his employment and who was an 
insured person at the time the strike or lockout commenced or the discharge 
occurred is able to receive OHIP coverage without the payment of a premium 
during the period of unemployment. 


42. Mr. Smith (Simcoe East)—Resolution—That this House, on behalf of the 
people of Ontario, requests the Government of Canada to officially recognize

31. Mr. Smith (Hamilton West)—Resolution—That the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, noting reports that the Government of Canada intends to increase the 
price of domestic crude oil by as much as $5 a barrel, and the price of natural 
gas by acorresponding amount on an energy equivalent basis, 1. Expresses its 
deep concern that such increases will greatly harm the consumers of Ontario 
and Canada generally, and will have a serious inflationary and recessionary 
effect on the Ontario economy; 2. Opposes any increase at this time in the 
prices of crude oil and of natural gas which results in windfall revenues and 
profits for the petroleum industry and the producing provinces; 3. Endorses 
the policy of one base price for crude oil across Canada and the subsidization of 
foreign imports of crude oil which that policy entails; 4. Supports the use of 
public funds for a greatly expanded program for energy conservation and the 
development of renewable energy supplies and systems; 5. Advocates, as 
interim measures, the imposition of federal excise taxes on crude oil and 
natural gas for the purpose of subsidizing imports and funding energy conser- 
vation and renewable energy programs; 6. Urges that such excise taxes be kept 
in place pending review and reform of the federal government’s Equalization 
Policy and payments, with particular regard to the grossly inadequate weight 
now given to provincial oil and gas revenues as a factor in the Equalization 
Formula. And further, that the Legislative Assembly requests Mr. Speaker to 
transmit this Resolution forthwith to the Government and Parliament of 
Canada, and requests the Government of Ontario, in its discussions with the 
governments of Canada and other provinces to reflect the views expressed 
herein diligently and in good faith. 


33. Myr. Kennedy—Resolution—That the Government declare an annual Small 
Business Week in Ontario for the purpose of informing the public of the key 
role of small business in our economy as employer, producer, taxpayer; to 
promote better understanding of the dependencies between small business, big 
business, government, and the public; The week to supplement and support 
the present small business activities that are ongoing throughout the year and 
to include seminars, information sessions, meetings with government, ban- 
kers, business consultants, and to discuss other related matters that would 
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assist both existing and potential small business in management, financing, 
production, and marketing, as well as offering assistance toward increasing 
opportunities for small business; That associated with this week there be 
developed a journal that would summarize all programmes and assistance 
available to small business and be capable of easy updating; That there be 
developed a universally recognized symbol that would aid in coordinating the 
roles of these participants and in disseminating information among them; The 
Government to launch the week through a forum sponsored in cooperation 
with big business such as banks, industry, and the news media and also at this 
initial forum there be established a medium for the ongoing annual small 
business weeks. 


39. Mr. Haggerty—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House the Government 
of Ontario should introduce legislation proclaiming the First Sunday in 
October, in each year, as Fire Fighters Memorial Sunday, in recognition of 
service to Country and Community, aspecial tribute to an extraordinary Group 
of Ontarians, who have made a supreme sacrifice for the safety and well being 
of their fellow Canadians and to provide the opportunity to inform Ontario 
Citizens, about their province’s most dangerous profession and create aware- 
ness of Fire Prevention Week. 


40. Mr. Warner—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the following 
principal features be contained in legislation establishing Citizen Review of 
Complaints Concerning Police Conduct in Metropolitan Toronto: 1. Defini- 
tion of Complaint—a complaint against a police officer is an allegation of 
misconduct when exercising authority as a police officer. 2. Standard of 
Conduct—a police officer shall exercise his authority as a police officer in a 
manner that respects the rights, liberties, inherent dignity and reputation of 
every citizen, consistent with the diligent performance of his duty. 3. Right of 
Police Officer—it is the right of every police officer that his reputation and 
career be unaffected by frivolous, vexatious or unjustified complaints and that 
he not be placed in double jeopardy. 4. The Tribunal (1) Appointment—the 
Metropolitan Council shall appoint a permanent tribunal of not less than three 
persons of unquestioned integrity and acknowledged impartiality from among 
the citizens of Metropolitan Toronto; (2) Duties—to receive, investigate, hear 
and determine complaints and when advisable to make recommendations to 
the Chief of Police, the Board of Police Commissioners and the Metropolitan 
Council. 5. Rules of Natural Justice to apply—tIn particular, (1) Hearings shall 
be public; (2) Investigations must be independent in the sense that the Tribunal 
as finder of fact shall conduct its own investigations on which its findings are 
made; (3) Hearings must be impartial in the sense that the Tribunal must not 
have and must be seen not to have any preconceived notion of the merits or 
demerits of the complaints or of the complainants or the police officers; (4) 
Complainants, police officers and witnesses must be protected against and 
must be seen to be protected against bias and prejudice in the conduct of 
investigations and hearings; (5) Findings of fact, decisions and recommenda- 
tions of the Tribunal must be published when made, with reasons given; (6) 
Police officers, the Chief of Police and the Board of Police Commissioners must 
be given prompt notice of complaints and of intention to investigate and to 
hold hearings; (7) Complainants, police officers, the Chief of Police and the 
Board of Police Commissioners must be given, on request, reasonable oppor- 
tunity by the Tribunal to be heard as to the necessity and propriety of 
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investigations and hearings; (8) No one shall be compelled to submit to 
questioning or to give evidence without the opportunity to obtain independent 
legal advice and to be represented by counsel and witnesses must be entitled to 
protection against self-incrimination. 6. Standard of Proof—the Tribunal may 
make its findings on the preponderance of probability and may in so doing take 
into account similar conduct on other occasions. 7. Registrar (1) Appoint- 
ment—the Metropolitan Council shall appoint a Registrar for the Tribunal 
who shall be its administrative officer and who shall have the status of a 
Commissioner; (2) Duties—the Registrar, subject to the direction of the 
Tribunal, (a) shall receive and maintain records of complaints until final 
disposition; (b) shall, where appropriate, use his good offices to settle com- 
plaints. 8. Withdrawal or Dismissal of Complaints—only the Tribunal may 
dismiss complaints or permit complaints to be withdrawn and any applica- 
tions to dismiss or withdraw complaints by complainants, police officers, the 
Chief of Police, the Board of Police Commissioners or the Registrar must be by 
hearing before the Tribunal. 9. Police Duty to co-operate—the Board of Police 
Commissioners, the Chief of Police and police officers must have a duty to 
co-operate with the Tribunal. 10. Complaints Received by Police—the Board 
of Police Commissioners must establish known procedures within the Met- 
ropolitan Toronto Police to ensure that complaints received by police are 
reported to the Registrar and that complainants are referred to the Registrar. 
11. Where Criminal Charges Laid—where a police officer is charged with an 
offence under the Criminal Code arising from an incident in respect of whicha 
complaint has been made, all proceedings are stayed until the charge or any 
appeal from a conviction or acquittal of the offence charged has been finally 
disposed of and may only proceed thereafter if the Tribunal is satisfied that 
there is no double jeopardy. 12. Annual Report—the Tribunal must submit an 
Annual Report to the Metropolitan Council. 


41. Mr. Breaugh—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Government 
of Ontario should immediately introduce an amendment to The Health 
Insurance Act, 1972 that would ensure that a person who is engaged in alawful 
strike or lockout or has been discharged from his employment and who was an 
insured person at the time the strike or lockout commenced or the discharge 
occurred is able to receive OHIP coverage without the payment of a premium 
during the period of unemployment. 


42. Mr. Smith (Simcoe East)—Resolution—That this House, on behalf of the 
people of Ontario, requests the Government of Canada to officially recognize 
and condemn the atrocities committed by the Government of Turkey upon the 
Armenian people who were victims of persecution and genocide during World 
War I; and this House, on behalf of the people of Ontario, urges the Govern- 
ment of Canada to make appropriate representations to the General Assembly 
of the United Nations to recognize and condemn the Armenian genocide and to 
express the abhorrence of such actions as being in violation of the basic 
standards of human rights and decency now embodied in the United Nations 
Declaration of Human Rights; and this House, on behalf of the people of 
Ontario, recommends to the Government of Canada that it designate the 
24th of April in every year hereafter throughout Canada as a Day of Remem- 
brance for the Armenian community, as it has been by the Armenian people 
for many years in memory of fellow Armenians who suffered such crimes. 
To be debated December 13th, 1979. 
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Mr. Davidson (Cambridge)—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, 


the Government should immediately introduce legislation to regulate and set 
standards for the operation of Go-Kart tracks in Ontario. Such legislation 
should take into consideration the use and height of roll bars, the use of lap 
belts, the use and type of helmet to be worn, age limit of drivers, speed limit of 
vehicles, type and design of track, number of cars on the track at a given time, 
provision for qualified first-aid attendants and a penalty system to be posted in 
plain view to deter careless and or reckless driving. 


Mr. Bounsall—Reasoned Amendment—That the motion for Second Reading of 


Bill 188, An Act to Provide for the Rights of Handicapped Persons be amended 
by deleting all the words after “That” and substituting therefor the follow- 
ing:—‘the Bill not now be read a second time but that it be referred back to the 
Minister of Labour, with instructions that legislation to protect the handicap- 
ped against discrimination be reintroduced this session as amendments to the 
Ontario Human Rights Code, in full accordance with the proposed revision of 
the Ontario Human Rights Code recommended by the Commission in its 
Report, Life Together.”

31. Mr. Smith (Hamilton West)—Resolution—That the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, noting reports that the Government of Canada intends to increase the 
price of domestic crude oil by as much as $5 a barrel, and the price of natural 
gas by a corresponding amount on an energy equivalent basis, 1. Expresses its 
deep concern that such increases will greatly harm the consumers of Ontario 
and Canada generally, and will have a serious inflationary and recessionary 
effect on the Ontario economy; 2. Opposes any increase at this time in the 
prices of crude oil and of natural gas which results in windfall revenues and 
profits for the petroleum industry and the producing provinces; 3. Endorses 
the policy of one base price for crude oil across Canada and the subsidization of 
foreign imports of crude oil which that policy entails; 4.

Advocates, as 
interim measures, the imposition of federal excise taxes on crude oil and 
natural gas for the purpose of subsidizing imports and funding energy conser- 
vation and renewable energy programs; 6. Urges that such excise taxes be kept 
in place pending review and reform of the federal government’s Equalization 
Policy and payments, with particular regard to the grossly inadequate weight 
now given to provincial oil and gas revenues as a factor in the Equalization 
Formula. And further, that the Legislative Assembly requests Mr. Speaker to 
transmit this Resolution forthwith to the Government and Parliament of 
Canada, and requests the Government of Ontario, in its discussions with the 
governments of Canada and other provinces to reflect the views expressed 
herein diligently and in good faith. 


33. Mr. Kennedy—Resolution—That the Government declare an annual Small 
Business Week in Ontario for the purpose of informing the public of the key 
role of small business in our economy as employer, producer, taxpayer; to 
promote better understanding of the dependencies between small business, big 
business, government, and the public; The week to supplement and support 
the present small business activities that are ongoing throughout the year and 
to include seminars, information sessions, meetings with government, ban-

The Tribunal (1) Appointment—the 
Metropolitan Council shall appoint a permanent tribunal of not less than three 
persons of unquestioned integrity and acknowledged impartiality from among 
the citizens of Metropolitan Toronto; (2) Duties —to receive, investigate, hear 
and determine complaints and when advisable to make recommendations to 
the Chief of Police, the Board of Police Commissioners and the Metropolitan 
Council. 5. Rules of Natural Justice to apply—In particular, (1) Hearings shall 
be public; (2) Investigations must be independent in the sense that the Tribunal 
as finder of fact shall conduct its own investigations on which its findings are 
made; (3) Hearings must be impartial in the sense that the Tribunal must not 
have and must be seen not to have any preconceived notion of the merits or 
demerits of the complaints or of the complainants or the police officers; (4) 
Complainants, police officers and witnesses must be protected against and 
must be seen to be protected against bias and prejudice in the conduct of 
investigations and hearings; (5) Findings of fact, decisions and recommenda- 
tions of the Tribunal must be published when made, with reasons given; (6) 
Police officers, the Chief of Police and the Board of Police Commissioners must 
be given prompt notice of complaints and of intention to investigate and to 
hold hearings; (7) Complainants, police officers, the Chief of Police and the 
Board of Police Commissioners must be given, on request, reasonable oppor- 
tunity by the Tribunal to be heard as to the necessity and propriety of

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investigations and hearings; (8) No one shall be compelled to submit to 
questioning or to give evidence without the opportunity to obtain independent 
legal advice and to be represented by counsel and witnesses must be entitled to 
protection against self-incrimination. 6. Standard of Proof—the Tribunal may 
make its findings on the preponderance of probability and may in so doing take 
into account similar conduct on other occasions. 7. Registrar (1) Appoint- 
ment—the Metropolitan Council shall appoint a Registrar for the Tribunal 
who shall be its administrative officer and who shall have the status of a 
Commissioner; (2) Duties—the Registrar, subject to the direction of the 
Tribunal, (a) shall receive and maintain records of complaints until final 
disposition; (b) shall, where appropriate, use his good offices to settle com- 
plaints. 8. Withdrawal or Dismissal of Complaints—only the Tribunal may 
dismiss complaints or permit complaints to be withdrawn and any applica- 
tions to dismiss or withdraw complaints by complainants, police officers, the 
Chief of Police, the Board of Police Commissioners or the Registrar must be by 
hearing before the Tribunal. 9. Police Duty to co-operate—the Board of Police 
Commissioners, the Chief of Police and police officers must have a duty to 
co-operate with the Tribunal. 10. Complaints Received by Police—the Board 
of Police Commissioners must establish known procedures within the Met- 
ropolitan Toronto Police to ensure that complaints received by police are 
reported to the Registrar and that complainants are referred to the Registrar. 
11. Where Criminal Charges Laid—where a police officer is charged with an 
offence under the Criminal Code arising from an incident in respect of which a 
complaint has been made, all proceedings are stayed until the charge or any 
appeal from a conviction or acquittal of the offence charged has been finally 
disposed of and may only proceed thereafter if the Tribunal is satisfied that 
there is no double jeopardy. 12. Annual Report—the Tribunal must submit an 
Annual Report to the Metropolitan Council. 


Mr. Breaugh—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Government 


of Ontario should immediately introduce an amendment to The Health 
Insurance Act, 1972 that would ensure that a person who is engaged in a lawful 
strike or lockout or has been discharged from his employment and who was an 
insured person at the time the strike or lockout commenced or the discharge 
occurred is able to receive OHIP coverage without the payment of a premium 
during the period of unemployment.

for the Armenian community, as it has been by the Armenian people for many years 
in memory of fellow Armenians who suffered such crimes.
